"HOW EARTHQUAKHS ARE 
«RECORDED. 

: ——  —————— 

A DESCRIPTION, OF THE SEISMOGRAPH, 


Professor John .Milae's’ selsmograph, « the 
instrument which recorded the San Francisco 
enrthqnake in the Isle of Wight.is as simple 
an_ English paper remarks, a it is unerring. 
In fact, the largest of three or four instruments 
which the professor possesses wns made out of 
an ald lamp-post-which he “picked up" in the 
streets. of New Port, Isle of Wight, near his 


«| house. -, Sa i 3 
This rigid’ pillar of iron is built-into ‘a block’ 


of masonry, which in tar ‘ig carried down and 
built inte the solid chalk of the Downs. 
[a.a precisely similar way the, smaller and 


more delicate instruments, which are built on 


the same principle, are “ bolted to the fabric of 
the world.” Ifthe crust of the earth tilts, the 
pillar must tilt with it. “ 

For the purpose of recording these tilts, two, 
horizontal, swinging rods, or aims, are pivoted 
to the foot of the pillar at right-angles to one 
another, So that whichever way the pillar 
tilts one of these two arm: is bound to swing. 

It begins to do s0,(s0 delicate 18 the. instru 
ment) when a mao merely [eins his weight 
against the pillar, The result is much the 
same as if an earthquake had happened a 
thousand miles away. “ : 

Needles are attached to theeads ofthe. arms 
furthest away from, the pila; and beneath 
them’a strip of photographic paper worked by, 
clockwork, passes continually day and night, 
year in, year out. Atiny ry of lamplight 
throws the shadow of the. needle upon the 
sensitised paper, which from'time to time jg 
removed and developed. The movements of 
the ocedles come out in the form of a long 
jagged line, The widerthe “jags” (or teeth) 
the more violent the earthquake, oe 

The clock which drives the strip of paper 
also registers the time upon it, The professor, 
therefore, knowing the rate al which seismic 
waves travel through the earth, is able to ‘form 
a shrewd surmise as to the locality io which 
each earthquake occurs, and ihe hour of ils 
pccutrence, 


The instrument records nearly-a hundred 
earthquakes in every year, most of them happi- 
ly trivial, others violent, . but oceanic, and 
therefore compatatively harmless, ~ 

It is a striking instance of the inadequate 
support given tascientific research in Englund 
that Professor Milne, admittedly the forernost 
scismotogist in the United Kingdom, lias never | 
received a penny of Goverament money to 
assist him in his investigations, the whole of 
which have been conduced at his own private 
expense.

"THE QUESTION OF APPEAL. 


The British subject in Siamis once more to 
have his rights and liberties regalated by 
new Order in Council, says the Bangkok Times, 
There is a certain amount of mystery about the 
evolution of these instruments, which necessari- 
ly are of vital interest to Britishresidents. ‘To 
them a new Order comes as a‘surprise, s{oce 
there. is no provision for any expression of 
opinion beforehand. That. tho result is nol 
always entirely satisfactory may fairly be in- 
ferred from the fact that dissatisfaction bas 
been publicly expressed even from the’ bench 
of the Court itself. In the new Order the one

To the 
opinion of several who have-considered the. 
matter, the change isan undotirable one. Id 
the ordinary course important cases will come 
before the Judge, and from his decision an 
appeal will lic to the Full Court consisting of 
the Judge and the Assistant Judge, but in 
case of a disagreement beteten them it is 
the Judge who. also decides the appeal, 
It may be doubted if_a litigant will care to 
appeal to the Full Court exceptas a step to the 
Privy Council. The Singapore Appeal Court 
was not regarded as inspired vith the -highest 
wi-dom, but fora great many years it has served 
as a fioal Court of appeal from the British 
Court here. At the present moment two 
appeals are’ pending to the Privy Council, 
but they are the firat that have been ever taken 
there from Bangkok. “Singapore has provided 
a competent and independent Court of Appeal, 
and wea certainly doubt: if the change would 
have been effected had the approval of British 
residents been necessary. Qnthe other hand 
it has’ to bo remembered that the system of 
appeal now being introduced hera is the samo 
avstem as is in force in’ both Shanghai and 
Hongkong. It is‘not theortically'a good 
sysiem, butowe ‘are not awarethat it is felt to 
be a serious grievance in either .of the posts 
named, Moreover, an appellant who betieves 
ho basa good case, cannot believe that it
